It is very likely that a Unionist Cabinet 
could not have persuaded the English, de- 
mocracy to throw the weight of England 
into the scale before Germany had 
crushed France and made herself mistress 
of Europe. In the second year of war, 
however, a new necessity arose—the need 
of men. Compulsory service became in- 
evitable, and all the traditions of the 
Liberal Party were hostile to compulsion. 
The Liberal Government alone would not 
have enforced it. A Unionist Govern- 
ment, succeeding that Liberal Govern- 
ment, could not have enforced it, for the 
democracy, misled by generations of 
Radical politicians, would have revolted 
against it. The Coalition Government 
was able to carry compulsion, largely, no 
doubt; because the great Secretary for 
War, who demanded it, enjoyed popular 
confidence, but largely; also, because 
under the Coalition Government the adop- 
tion of compulsion meant a triumph for 
neither. political party. The same argu- 
ment is true oí a variety of other measures 
which have restricted the liberties of the 
people in order that it.might be moulded 
into a tremendous instrument of war. A 


Liberal Government. might have been. 


afraid to challenge the early discontent 
in the industrial districts. A Unionist 
Government might not have been able to 
secure the splendid sacrifices which are 
now helping to win the war. The Coali- 
tion Government, as all men can see, is 
now getting ' tired, ' but not before it has 
done great and indispensable services to 
the nation. 

The new Chief Secretary is expected to be 
in Dublin to-day or to-morrow. He is a 
Unionist, and any remarks which Mr. 
Law might have made yesterday about 
Ireland, however discreet or vague, 
might have been used to embarrass 
Mr. Dukes work in this country. 
No doubt, this was the perfectly 
honest cause of Mr. Law's silence, 
but it must be admitted that the Coalition 
Government’s Irish policy is that part of 


its whole policy which Mr. Law would. 


have found most difficulty in defending. 
It will certainly bequeath a legacy of poli- 
tical embarrassment to the Unionist 
members of the Coalition. In the first 
place, the Unionist leaders were for some 
months members of the Government which 
permitted Mr. Birrell to ignore the thou- 
sand warnings, visible and urgent, of the 
rebellion. In the next place, the Unionist 
leaders failed to insist upon the applica- 
tion of compulsion to Ireland. The re- 
sult was bad for Ireland, and bad for Eng- 
land, with whose present attitude to able- 
bodied Irish harvesters we have complete 
sympathy. Finally, the conduct of the 
Unionist leaders regarding Mr. Asquith’s 
visit to Dublin and its astonishing conse- 
quences has still to be explained. Mr. 
Law said yesterday that, in joining the 
Coalition Government, the Unionist 
leaders " recognised that on all questions 
except those directly connected with the 
war the status quo must be preserved.” 
Nevertheless, they allowed the Govern- 
ment to violate the status quo so far as 
Ireland was concerned, and they. appear 
to have been, not unwillingly deceived ‘by 
the bogus plea of “Imperial necessity.” 
We admit that these mysteries must not 
be permitted to take our thoughts from the 
war; but it is, perhaps, necessary to re- 
mind the Unionist members of the Coali- 
tion that they are still partly responsible 
for the government of Ireland. The wheels 
of Irish government are once more in 
motion, and, whatever Mr. Duke's larger 
ambitions may be, it is his first duty to 
restore and to maintain that just and 
impartial administration which Mr. Bir- 
rell destroyed. This is the immediate 
and most urgent need in Ireland to-day. 
Mr. Law and his Unionist colleagues must 
insist that it is fully recognised by all the 
members of the Coalition Government. 


The Rumanian Riddle. 


Now that the Russian successes in 
Galicia have been followed by a certain 
liveliness on the Salonika front, the Ger- 
man Press is becoming more than ever 
worried about the attitude of Rumania. 
About a fortnight ago the Stampa, of 
Turin, the organ of Signor Giolitti, made 
itself responsible fur the statement that 
“Rumania has jeined the Entente and 
will strike in the course of September as 
soon as certain definite events have taken 
place.” This statement was very seriously 
received by the German Press. The 
Berliner Tageblatt, in quoting it, said that 
many very well-informed people in Ger- 
many accepted the view that an agreement 
existed between the Rumanian Govern- 
ment and Russia, and it expressed the 
hope that the High Command would see to 
it that the “definite events” in question 
should not take place. Clearly, however, 
the Press is doubtful of Germany's mili- 
tary cect prevent them, for since 
that time it has conducted with growing 
vehemence a campaign of threats against 
Rumania. “Germany and her Allies,”’

Rising Prices. 


-, A Board of Trade return on the cost 
of living in the United Kingdom during 
the war period shows food prices as 65 per 
cent. higher in July, 1916, than they were 
in July, 1914. Rent, according to these 
official tables, is no higher, clothing costs 
55 peri cent. more, fuel and light 40 
per cent, more, and “ miscellaneous items." 
30 per cont. more. It is necessary, in con- 
sidering these figures, to remember how 
they are compiled. The compiler takes 
what was believed to be the expenditure 
on food of a working-class family before 
the war, and enters against the several 
items the new cost of the same articles, 
according to returns collected from re- 
tailers who do a working-class trade. The 
figure of 65 per cent. given as the increase 
in food prices is based, therefore, on the 
assumption that the typical working-class 
family is buying the same articles of food 
as in July, 1914. That, of course, is a 
false basis. A housewife who still has 
the same amount of money at her dis- 
posal every week as she had in July, 
1914, is not buying the same things in 
the same quantities, for the plain and 
simple reason that she cannot afford to do 
so, Therefore, the compiler of the table 
adds the warning: “As changes of prices 
invariably lead to some shifting of con- 
sumption from one article to another, it 
must mot be inferred that the budget of 
the averago workman’s household has ne- 
cessarily increased in the proportions 
stated.” The observation does not apply 
only to working-class families. Nearly 
everybody has had to revise his expendi- 
ture drastically in the past two years. 
Sometimes the changes have meant definite 
hardship. In quite as many cases they 
have taught a useful lesson... When the 
cost of things returns as nearly as it is 
likely to return within our generatjon to 
the pre-war scale, those who have learned 
the lesson will not hasten, we think, to 
go back to their old standard of living in 
regard to the day-to-day expenditure upon 
food, clothing, and amusement. We have 
learned how to live on a lower scale, 
and we have learned also 
thrift.

LORD WIMBOR' OWERS. 


In the House of Commom yewerday, 

Mr. BYRNE asked the Prime Minister if he 
would say under what conditions does Lord 
Wimborne resume duty as Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and what would his powers be, and if 
they would be any advance on the powers which 
he previously exercised. 

Mr. ASOUITH said that. the powers exer- 
cised by successive Lords Lieutenant from time 
to time had depended less upon the terms of 
their appointment than on the arrangements 
made by the Minister responsible to Parliament 
for the administration of Ireland. Lord Wim- 
borne pginted out in his evidence before the re- 
cent Royal Commission certain respects in which 
the usefulness of the office of Lord Lieutenant 
had been restricted by absence of means of 
official information and of opportunities for 
consultation. The state of things described by 
Lord Wimborne was not constitutionally neces- 
sary, and the present Chief Secretary agreed 
with Lord Wimborne on Thursday that it was 
not to the public advantage. It would be modi- 
fied so as to unable the office of Lord Lieutenant 
to be discharged with the greatest advantage 
At the same time, the ultimate 
responsibility in Irish administra- 
tion must necessarily remain with the Minister, 
who was answerable to Parliament. 

Mr. ASHLEY—Are we to understand thai 
there are other functions besides gracious hos- 
pitality to be discharged by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant ? 

Mr. ASQUITH—That is exactly what I have 
conveyed in my answer. The reason why there 
was some delay in making this appointment was 
in order to enable this arrangement to be ar- 
rived at.

MR. BONAR LAW. 


Mr. Bonar Law, whose rising was heralded by 
prolonged cheering, said that the meeting was 
not held on his initiative, but the invitation was 
addressed to him when they were in the throes 
of the Irish question. Circumstances, however, 
had entirely changed. Therefore, he was not 
going to say much about the Irish situation, but 
was going to speak about the general situation. 
Explaining the, reasons why the Coalition 
Goverument was formed, he said that he felt 
that it was impossible tg be in a Government 
and to criticise it. One must be either in a 
Government or out of it. He was bound to 
say—he thought everyone of his Unionist col- 
leagues in the Cabinet would say the same 
thing—thet their Liberal ‘colleagues had dealt 
fairly with them during the continuance of the 
Coalition Government. The main reason why 
the the Coalition was distasteful to their party 
was that they thought that they were still keep- 
ing up a Liberal Government by being members 
o& it, and were, in fact, in the position of “ the 
young lady of Riga who went out for a ride 
with a tiger.” (Laughter.) He did not think 
that was true. (Applause.) In joining the 
Coalition Government, Mr. onar Law pro- 
ceeded, they recognised that on all questions ex- 
cept those directly connected with the war, the 
status quo must preserved, that there must 
be no change while they. were in the Govern- 
ment carrying on the war. But the status quo 
must, from the nature of the case, be bad for 
their party because they were, as they thought, 
gaining greund, and under these conditions 
everything else had to be left alone. Take the 
fiscal policy. He thought it was hard for their 
party to feel that no steps had been taken in 
connection with this. “ The war has made on 
this question all the difference in the world,” 
continued Mr. Law, amid an outburst of cheers. 
“It. has caused two feelings to be held by the 
overwhelming majority of the people of this 
country. One is that never again will our 
German enemies be allowed to use our markets 
in the way they used them before the war. 
(Cheers.) The other feeling is that what has 
happened with the self-governing Dominions has 
made a tremendous difference in the point of 
view of everyone as to our relations not only 
political, but economic.”’ 

CLOSER UNION OF EMPIRE, 

But behind any trade question, he went on, 
there was a bigger question—the question of 
the closer union of the British Empire. And 
when they remembered that the party differ- 
ences which arose here found an echo in our 
self-governing Dominions it was the clear duty 
of every one of them not to claim that they 
were right and other people wrong, but to try 
and find out what was the best method of deal- 
ing with this question in the interests of this 
country and of the Empire. (Cheers.) The 
question whether the Coalition Government was 
a right one should be considered on broad 
grounds. Were we as a nation in a better 
Aogóe to prosecute the war than we would 
nave been under any other arrangement? He 
had no doubt that we were. (Hear hear, and 
cheers.) Look at the question of the supply of 
men for the Army. It was his belief that a 
Liberal Government alone could not have car- 
ried compulsion when it became necessary. The 
7 would not have let them. And it was 

is belief that, if the Unionists had come into 
power shortly after the formation of the Goali- 
tion, they would have been compelled to 
earry compulsion. But at that time the country 
was not ready for it, and there would have been 
a widespread revolt that would have shaken 
them to the core. (Cheers.) 


CONDUCT OF MILITARY AFFAIRS. 


Paying a tribute to the sacrifices of the lower 
classes and the sacrifice of their restrictions by 
the trades unions, he asked them to consider 
what would have been the feeling in the 
country if those classes had been asked to make 
such sacrifices by a Government of their (their 
Unionist) party bitterly opposed in the House 
of Commons by a party which had been taught 
to believe them to be the party of privilege, 
though this was not true.

Yesterday's Italian communtqué :— 

Our troops entered the town of Gorizia 
yesterday morning. 

In the Gorizia area, after an intense 
artillery preparation, our infantry com- 
ple‘ed the occupation of the heights west 
of the town, driving out the last remainin 
hestile detachments. The trenches and 
duzouts were found full of enemy corpses. 
The enemy, completely routed, had left 
a lerge quantity of arms, ammunition, and 
material. 

At nightfall a detachment of the Casale 
and Pavia Brigades crossed the Isonzo, 
and consolidated themselves on the left 
bank. A column of cavalry and Bersaglieri 
cyclists was promptly launched in pursuit 
of the enemy beyond the river. In the 
meantime our enginéers were throwing 
new bridges across the river, and repairing 
those damaged by the enemy.

HOW THE ITALIANS TOOK THE 
BRIDGEHEAD. . 


est. Beaumont, special correspondent of the 
‘Tess Association dnd the Dail Teleyraph, 
writes from Milan, under Wedn y's date:— 

The bridgehead of Gorizia, with all its sur- 
rounding defences of the Oslavia and Monte 
Sabotino, down to Podgora and San Michele, 
have been taken. They cofstjtuted the centre 
of the strongest system of Austrian, fortification 
on the Isonzo. The Italian offensive begat with 
the attack east of Montfalcone, but this w 
not the main objective. Its 
make the enemy concentrate most of his re- 
serves at that point, and, in fact, the Austrian 
counter-attack after the Italians had captured a 
long line of positions and more than 3,000 pri- 
soners, was powerfully supported. But Italian 
strategy immediately replied by a still @more 
formidable attack farther north, against the 
Gorizia system of defences, which was their 
main object. The defences of Gorizia have often 
been described. They formed gigantic lines of 
trenches, hidden artillery positions and earth- 
works, and time and again during the last 
fifteen months the Italian attacks were carried 
short distances, and had to be suspended owing 
‘to the almost impregnable nature of the forti- 
fications. They had advanced already to Pod- 
gora as long ago as last September, had taken 
a certain position on the Oslavia, and had ad- 
vanced to Graffenberg last spring, but had to 
suspend the operations owing to innumerable 
obstacles in the form of caverns, galleries, ex- 
covations in rocks, the wetworks of 
, and the mine fields which constituted the 
Austrian defences. These fortifications are de- 
scribed generically as the bridgehead of Gorizia, 
which was intended to prevent the Italians cross- 
ing the Isonzo at this point. and breaking 
through into the valley that leads by an almost 
direct road to Lailach, the centre of the Aus- 
trian commands and the Headquarter Staff. 
Each time that an Italian attack was sus- 
pended the Austrians announced a triumphant 
victory, declaring Monte Sabotino, the bridge- 
head of Gorizia, and its surrounding defences 
impregnable, but the repeated Italian attacks 
undoubtedly weakened the Austrian resistance. 

THE MODE OF ATTACK. 

When an attack was made some time ago it 
had to be interrupted, as it was last September, 
owing to an unusually heavy deluge of rain, 
which converted the clay soil in the valley of 
the Isonzo into impassable quagmires. is 
time the attack began at the left of Monte 
Sabotino, the highest crest, near Podogora, 
which was carried by a victorious assault. Next 
Monte Sabotino was approached, end the 
Italian attacking column advanced with an in- 
vincible rush to the valley of San Mauro. Parts 
of this column had passed over Grafenberg, 
Peumn, and Oslavia. 
The enemy, who resisted ferociously, seemed 
nailed to the soil, and made repeated and 
furious counter-attacks against the centre, as if 
desperately resolved to separate the Italian left 
wing from the right, and paralyse the power of 
attack. But the Italian troops maintained their 
cohesion, and advanced irresistibly. Instead of 
being broken up, both right and left wings 
advanced in strong formation, and enveloped 
the enemy by pushing forward to Salcano, and 
by fighting a furious battle on the bridges over 
the Isonzo south of Goriziay. ~The most formid- j 
able point was Monte San Michele, with its 
rugged crest above, and -muddy trenches below, 
which had alre been the object of scores of 
attacks. It was finally taken, after the enemy s 
bse had been rendered absolutely untenable 
y a sweeping bombardment from the concen- 
trated fire of the batteries. The Italian infantry 
immediately rushed to take possession of the 
abandoned summit, and with San Michele and 
Monte Sabotino, the two keys to Gorizia, and 
ie um of Vippacco, are now in Italian 
ands.

Si» deaths were occasioned and seventeen 
persons injured Ly a Zeppelin raid on the east 
and north-cast coast of the United Kingdom in 
the early hours of this morning, the number of 
hostile aircraft engaged beiag variously com- 
puted at from seven to ten. Though operating 
over such a wide area, the material damage 
inflicted by the raiders, who seemed somewhat 
aimless in their movements, and were engaged 
at certain points by snti-aircraít fire, Sar sur- 
prisingly small. Many of the missiles fell in 
open land and ‘elds, and caused nothing more 
serious than shivering of glass in the neigh- 
bouring villages. Most of the casuaities were 
caused in one north-eastern town, where one 
man died from shock, two women and three 
children were killed, and four men, five women, 
and three «hildren injured. In another township 
in the north-eastern area one man, che woman, 
and three boys were hurt. 
Over 160 bombs were thfdwn, the 
being of high explosives. 
Messages from correspondents supply details. 
From these it appears that the raiders made 
their appearance about midnight, and continued 
their operations until about 
At one coast town, where a woman 
was killed in the street and several persons 
were cut by falling glass the raider was clearly 
discernable in the starlit sky, flying at a great 
height. From the attentions of the séarch- 
lights and guns it sought refuge seawards. 
At another point on the East coast the gun- 
fire so harrassed the enemy, that of five bombs 
dropped three fell harmlessly into the sea. In 
the same district three fell into the roadway, 
says another correspondent. 
‘Several towns received warning about mid 
night, and shortly afterwards the enegines ot 
airships were heard, and a series of terrific ex- 
plosions foilowed. The casualties, if any, were 
very slight. For a considerable time guns from 
from the shore fought the Zeppelins, the visitants 
being clearly outlined by the searchlights. Dur- 
ing the engagement bombs fell into the water 
and on the rocks. 
A further account from an East coast town 
relates that for fully a quarter of an hour after 
midnight over thirty explosions were counted. 
At a quarter to two there was another visit, 
but this time the raider was frightened off by 
searchlights. Subsequently there were distant 
explosions and flashes, and the windows rattled. 
The people remained calm throughout: The 
futility of attack was illustrated by a tour of the 
rural neighbourhood where a large number ot 
bombs fell on ‘open land near the sea. A line 
of craters nine feet broad by four feet deep 
marked the track of the Zeppelin, and relic- 
hunters busily foraged this morning. 
A telegram from another part of the East 
coast recording the signal failure of the Zeppe- 
lins, savs bombs. were dropped in a country 
area where two large holes were caused in a 
pasture field, but the catile escaped. The 
windows at a farmhouse were shattered, but 
no other damage was done. The outline of a 
Zeppelin was observed passing south. The 
invaders were baulked by the vigorous anti- 
aircraft fire, and they dropped their explosives 
recklessly. In another district where no casu- 
aities were inflicted three farmhouses had 
narrow escapes, bombs falling within a short 
distance of them. Some 21 missiles landed 
within a mile radins, seven of them containing 
high explosives.

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GREAT AUSTRIAN DEFEATS. 


While the operations in France are effectively 
pinning down the best part of the German 
Army to the defence both on the British front 
of the Somme battlefield, and also on the 
French front on the Somme and at Verdun,

hope of assistance from her predominant 
partner, owing to the Allied offensive in 
France, sa that the necessity to detach strong 
forces of sufficient value to check the Italian 
advance and save Trieste may place a break- 
ing strain on the defensive resources of the 
sorely beset Empire. 


THE RUSSIAN STRATEGY. 
Discussing the progress of the war on the 
Russian front, the Petrograd: correspondent of 
the Morning Post says:—It is extremely satis- 
factory to note that the Germans have again 
been compelled by the admirable strategy of 
the Russian High Command te abandon any, 
and all, the strategic plans they had, or tried 
to make ithe world believe they had, for the 
overthrow of Russia. and to put ali their avail 
able strength forth to cope with the Russians at 
such places as it has p:eased the Russians, not 
the Germans, ro appoint This amounts already 
to a great strategic success for the Rut&sian 
Wigh Command. The long-trumpeted capture 
f Riga and the Dwina line, in which so many 
of the ill-informed persisted in believing until 
quite recently, was the grand offensive care 
fully prepared by the Germans, and has yielded 
perforce to ‘he compelling power of the Russian 
initiative, as carned out by Genera! Brussiloff. 
The significan.e of this great fact needs no 
elaboration, nor can the Germanic version 
of current affairs in the slichtest degree de- 
tract from its overwhelming importance. 


TOLMINO TO THE SEA IN 
ITALIAN HANDS. 


A Reuter’s Rome message says—The Duke of 
Aosta’s army has crossed to the left bank of 
the Isonzo and is continuing the action, inflict- 
ing heavy losses on the enemy. The Austrian 
line on the Isonzo from the south of Tolmino 
to the sea is entirely in our possession. The 
Tribuna reports from Vicenza the advance of 
the Italians beyond the Isonzo, preceded by 
swarms of cavalry; Another 2,000 prisoners cap- 
tured. 


IMPORTANT MILITARY 
APPOINTMENTS. 


The London Daily Erpress understands that 
important appointments involving General Sir 
Beauchamp Duff, the present Commander-in- 
Chief in India, and.General Sir Charles Monro, 
are about to be announced. Sir Beauchamp 
Duff has been Commander-in-Chief in India 
since 1913.

The Press bureau last night issued a state- 
ment explaining the method of procedure in 
regard to the Training Reserve, the formation 
of which has just been authorised. The main 
object of this reserve, it is explained, is to 
facilitate provision of jrafts to regiments which 
have not sufficient men in their reserves. to 
supply the drafts required. Under existing 
systerns all infantry reserves are trained in 
reserve battalions, forming part of the regi- 
ments, When a regiment suffers casualties 
which cannot be replaced af once by the trained 
men in its own reserves, it is necessary to trans- 
fer trained men from another regiment which 
has more reserves than it requires. This 
method is unpopular and cumbcersome. Under 
fhe new system, the regimental reserves will 
be maintained at theit full establishment, so 
that full use may be made of the excellent 
training peachinery of the Special Reserve bat- 
talions.

PARRIED WITH TOMMY’S 


BAYONET. , 


An R.A.M.C. officer on, board onevof the first 
of the hospital ships to be berthed at Southamp- 
ton this weok put me into touch with three of 
Its passengers whom I should have been sorry to 
miss. 

They lay in different parts of the ship; all 
were weakened by loss ef blood, and consider- 
ably knocked about; all were sm cigar- 
eties when I saw them; and neither could have 
been in higher spirits, if they had been twelve- 
year-old school-baps, arriving home for the 
summer holidags. á 

senior is one of the oldest privates ín 
our New Armies; the junior is one of our 
youngest officers; for he celebrated his nine- 
teenth birthday in a front-line trench in France 
last June. His friends may fairly ,be proud 
of him; for, though only in his) twentieth year, 
he has already proved himself, a brave officer 
and a pollens gentleman. When the war began 
this officer had just left school—within the week 
of the declaration—and a few weeks later he 


was to have entered a merchant's counting- | 


house in a busy northern city. As things are, 
his experiences have been quite other thap 
clerical. For nine months he has been a platoon 
commander in the fighting line in France. He 
was wounded once before, early this year, but 
so slightly that a week out of the line in a field 
ambulance put him right again. Now, he will 
enjoy 2 somewhat longer rést, but he reckons on 
being back jin the line next month—‘ Don’t 
want to miss all the fun, you know '—and a 
surgeon told me he will probably have his wish. 

He told me some stirring tales about the con- 
duct of his men in the fighting round Longue- 
val. But what I want to tell here is some- 
thing about his own conduct, as I learned of it 
from the man most mtimately concerned, and 
an eye-witness who was that man’s section com- 
mander. 

It was guess-work for me to call Private a—— 
of the —th ——+s, one of the oldest men in 
the New Armies, for I did not ask” his “pe 
but his hair, or what little I could see of jit 
under his bandages, is quite white, and his 
week-old beard and grizzled moustache, and 
appearance generally, are those of a man well 
past middie age. I'll wager he committed a 
gallant perjury when he enlisted, and that he 
will get a decoration for it in heaven! 

MORE LIKE A RAID. 

“Well, it wasn’t not what you'd call a regular 
attack, sir; it was more of a raid, like, that 
our company was in that night; up to the left 
o Longvally, it were. We was on the right, 
bein’ in No. 3 Platoon, sir; that Mr. ——’s 
Platoon, you know, sir. We wasn’t to take 
their line, you understand, sir; but just to 
stir the Boches up a bit, as you might 
Say, an’ find out what they was a doin’ of, an’ 
put a stop to it. Which Í think we did put a 
stopper on all right, sir, so far’s them perticler 
Boches is concerned. 

“Our a’tillery gave ‘em taffy afore we 

started, sir; toppin’ off wi’ five minutes hurri- 
cane fire, when you couldn't hardly hear your- 
self shout. An’ then over we went, sir; my 
Mr. a-leading; an’ a proper young gentle- 
man he is, too, sit; as fine a officer as we've got, 
I reckon; for che never faijs his men, he don’t; 
be never forgets ‘em; and the best of every- 
thing that’s going he gets for ‘em. An’ I don’t 
see how an officer can do more’n than that, 
whoever he be. 
. I got a bullet through me left arm while 
we was crossing; an’ that made me a bit awk- 
ward like, wi’ me baynit. But I got me Boche 
all right, sir, when we jumpéd into the trench. 
I did that, an’ I stuck him twice, I did, for I 
wanted to be sure of him. An’ jus’ when 
was drawing me baynit back the second time, 
an’ wonderin’ if I'd have any more luck, a big 
Boche sergeant come at me—I saw the stripes 
of him, sir—an’ afore I could get me baynit 
back for a thrust, he caught me over the head 
with the spiked club he carried. I saw the club, 
aye, an’ saw it coming for me head. Somehow, 
I knew I couldn’t stop it; couldn’t get the 
baynit that high up quick enough, ye see. So 
I thought ‘ Let be then; we'll go together,’ and 
go I let drive wi’ me baynit for his stomach. 
An’ that’s all I know about it.” 

At this point I had to turn to the next cot 
but two, where the grizzled warrior’s section 
commander lay,, with a broken ankle; a fair, 
red-haired, blue-eyed giant, of about three or 
four and twenty. 

Before he would tell me anything else the 
section commander had to put one hand to his 
mouth, whilst I bent down low to him, by 
order, to receive in my ear, in a hoarse whisper,
